Strop Us* to

ST, LOUIS (AP) ~ The 6th 


U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
will hear oral arguments here 
Friday on whether the use of 
a leather strap to discipline 
prisoners constitutes cruel and 
unusual punishment, 


Attorneys Edward L. Wright 


of Little Rock and Williams S. 
Arnold of Crossett raised the 
question in an appeal filed on 
behalf of three Arkansas peni- 
tentiary Inmates, 


The Inmates are William King 


Jackson, 
Lyle Edward Ernst 


Jr, and Grady W, Mask. 


Wright and Arnold filed their 


notice of appeal last June after 
U.S. 
District Judges Gordon 


Young and Oren Harris held 
that the strap was not forbidden 
by the constitution if accom- 
panied by adequate safeguards 
to prevent "caprlcous adminis- 
tration." 


The appeals court will be de- 


ciding a moot question as far 
as Arkansas' prisons are con- 
cerned, because the state's new 
Board of Correction adopted a 
rule Feb. 29 prohibiting use of 
the strap.

least six persons were killed 
and scores were injured as tor- 
nadoes and high winds rippsd 
across portions of Southwest 
and N o r t h e a s t Arkansas 
Wednesday night. 


Hardest hit was Lincoln Coun- 


ty, where five persons were 
killed. 


Authorities searched into the 


night in wooded areas and rural 
communities for more injured 
or dead. As many as six twist- 
ers struck the eastern half of 
the state in about a two-hour 
period. 


The first tornado touched 


down on Arkansas 81 about eight 
miles south of Star City hurling 
several cars 100 yards into a" 
wooded area, killing two per- 
sons and injuring a 5-year-old 
boy in one car and seriously 
injuring seven others.

WASHINGTON (A1P) - Both 


the House and Senate now have 
official codes of ethics aimed at 
curbing conflict of interest by 
requiring Congress members to 
make public some information 
on their outside financial deal-* 
ings, 


The House adopted its code 


Wednesday on a 405 to 1 vote. 
The lone dissenter, Rep. Peter 
H. B, Freiinghuysen, R*N.J,, 
said the code's financial'disclo- 
sure provision "proves nothing 
and is of no value to the voter" 
in judging whether his congress- 
man is honest, 


The Senate adopted its code 


March 22 on a 67 to 1 vote. The 
lone dissenter, Sen, George D. 
Aiken, R-Vt., called it a fraud 
on the public, too weak to mean 
anything. 


The two codes differ substan- 


tially in their public-disclosure 
requirements. 


Both codes stemmed from the 


clamor last year following the 
censure of Senator Thomas J. 
Dodd, D-Conn,, and exclusion of 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, D- 
N.Y., from the seat to which he 
had been elected. 


Major provisions 
of 
both 


codes deal with financial disclo- 
sure and with use of funds re- 
ceived from testimonial dinners. 


These are the main differ- 


ences: 


Financial 
Disclosure - The 


House requires public disclosure 
of the names of companies 
doing business with the govern- 
ment from which the member 
had an interest in excess of 
$5,000 or income over $1,000. 


House members also would 


have to publicly name profes- 
sional groups, such as law 
firms, from which they received 
more than $1,000 a year and the 
sources of any other outside in- 
come in excess of $5, 000 


A second report by House 


members 
would 
list 
the 


amounts of the outside income 
or interest. It would be sealed 
and opened only in an ethics 
committee probe. 


The Senate report would list 


with the comptroller general all 
financial interests and income. 
It would be kept confidential 
and could be opened only by the 
Senate ethics committee. 


Senators would have to file for 


public scrutiny an accounting of 
all contributions and fees in ex- 
cess of $300. 


Both House and Senate re- 


ports would be annual. 


Testimonial 
dinners- House 


members would consider 
as 


campaign contributions all pro- 
ceeds from testimonial dinners 
unless otherwise specified in ad- 
vance by the sponsors. These 
funds would have to be kept sep- 
arate from personal funds and 
could not be used for other than 
campaign purposes. 


Senators could use money re- 


ceived from fund-raising events 
for office expenses as well as 
for campaign costs. They also 
could use private contributions 
to meet personal or office ex- 
penses, including travel.

(AP) — A government space 
scientist says it's remotely pos- 
sible newly detected mysterious 
signals from outer space may 
represent "galactic navigational 
beacons" being employed by an 
advanced civilization to guide 
their manned spaceships along 
the Milky Way.

Kenneth 


Kellermann, is that the radio 
wave signals may represent 
communications

tween four inhabited planets, as 
w ell as attempts by each to con- 
tact still other planets such as 
the earth. 


Kellermann, of the govern- 


ment's National Radio Astrono- 
my Observatory at Green Bank, 
W.Va., described the concepts 
in an interview Tuesday while 
attending 
a 
meeting of the 


American Astronomical Society 
at the University of Virginia. 


He did so after first declaring 


that while it's much more likely 
the strange radio signals are 
coming from uninhabited star- 
like objects, the alternative pos- 
sibility that they may represent 
signals from intelligent beings 
has not yet been definitely ruled 
out. 


The discussion concerned re- 


cently discovered "pulsars" — 
four celestial objects of some 
kind that have been detected by 
pulsating radio waves they are
